Russia to Guarantee a Chinese Loan 
in Paris For Sixteen Million 
Pounds. 



Oscar Wilde Not Insane-Total 
lapse of the Republic of 
Formosa.

London, June 5.— The Timos, In its 
finanolal columns, Bays that It is rumored 
that Russia is negotiating with Paris bank- 
era for tho loan of £16.000,000 to China 
upon Russia's absolute and unconditional 
guarantee. 

The Daily Nowb in its financial leader In- 
timates that tho loan whloh Rusaia is at 
tempting to nogotiato with Paris bankers 
ropresonta tho amount of tho additional in- 
demnity for tho Llao Tung Peninsula. 
During tho recent negotiations it ia olaimod 
that Ruaala undertook to provido for this 
portion of the Chineso loans. It is stated 
that arrangements for the loan havo boon 
virtually conoluded through a ayndioato 
headed by La Bantiuo do Paria. 

The Morning Poet denies tho report that 
Oaoar Wildo is insane, and claims that he 
haa never boon confined in a padded room. 
It asserts that Wilde was sttirted to work 
at tho treadmill according to the usual 
prlaon discipline at Pontonville. After a 
few days ho waB sent to the infirmary, 
whore it was found he was suffering from 
melancholia and a trouble of tho Btomaoh. 
The disorder of tho stomach ceased after 
two daya in the hoapital, and Wilde re- 
turned to prlaon feeling greatly relieved. 
He is now at work pioking oakum. His 
melancholia continues, but otherwiao his 
health is fair. 

H. M. S. Rainbow has boon orderod from 
Osaka. 

Herbert Sponoer haa decided that cortain 
Btrongly oxpreesod opinions of his will debar 
him from accepting the Pruaaian Ordre pour 
Merite. 

Paris advicea received here from Antan- 
anarivo, island of Madaga8car, dated May 
15th, say the Fronoh advance into the in- 
terior from Mojunga has beon ropuleed. Tho 
mortality among tho French troops on ao- 
ooant of tho various fevers peculiar to the 
islands is increasing. 

A diepatoh from Vienna says tho esti- 
mates of the war department, just proaontod, 
increase tho amount to be spent upon re- 
poatlng rifles from 9,000,000 florina to 
29,000,000 HorlnB. Tho now ordor for such 
arms will be dlatrlbuted ovor a number of 
years. 

Nazrulla Khan, eon of the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan, and suite, attended roligioua ser- 
vices in the ".Mohammedan Mosque at Wok- 
ing yesterday, in honor of the Moalom Feast 
of Bairam. To-day there woa a grand re- 
view of troops at Aldorshot, in honor of the 
Prince, In which 18,000 men took part. Tho 
Prince abtirod in a acarlet uniform and wear- 
ing a sword with a goldon soabbird, was 
accompanied from London by tho Prince of 
-Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, tho Mar- 
chioness of Lome ond Lord Roberts, and 
was received by the Duke of Connaught, 
who entortalnod the party at lunoheon. 

In an excited dispute which occurred 
to-day at Constantinople botweon a TurkiBh 
offioer and officers of a Frenoh steamer re- 
garding baggage, the former drow his Bword 
and woundod ono of the Fronch officers, 
The Turkish offiolal waa arreatod. Tho 
French ombaasy promptly demanded satis- 
faction from the Turkish government, and 
the latter agreed that tho Turk should be 
trlod by Frenoh law. 

A Honkong diapatoh says the ropublio of 
Formosa haa collapsed, its prealdent, Tang, 
has escaped from tho island, and tho foreign- 
era rosidont there are in safety. Tho Chinese 
forces in tho northern part of the Island bo- 
came disorganized at tho approach of the 
Japanese troops and tho soldiors of the 
president of the republic joined in rioting 
and looting and in burning tho government 
buildinga at Taipon Fu and Hobe. Dis- 
patches published at Shanghai by tho local 
preaB report groat oxcitemont at Taipon Fu. 
Mativea and Uhinoao 8oldlorB aro said to be 
looting in all directions. Rioting is report- 
ed to havs takon place at Hobs. Foreigners 
on tho island so fur have not boon molosted. 

Sir Julian Paunoofoto loft Now York for 
Southampton to day. 

Maharajah Abukabar, sultan of Jahoro, 
who recently arrived hero on a visit, died 
yeBterday evening. 

Ex Premier W. E. Gladstono is still con- 
fined to his bod, and, though hie condition is 
not eorlous, it Is not improved. 

Tho Times' correspondent at Tananar 
ivo telegraphs that placards havo boon 
Bocretly affixed to tho churoh doors in that 
placo, inciting tho people lo kill tho Mad- 
roasso Queen and Promier, and to wolcomo 
tho Fronoh. 

Tho Btoamahip Paria with tho Cornell 
orow, which ia to row at tho Honloy regat- 
ta in tho contoat for tho grand viaitora' 
ohallongo cup, arrivod at Southampton at 
8:30 p.m., to day. All tho American oars- 
men wore in lino condition. Tho Cornoll 
crow will remain at Southampton to-night 
and will go diroofc to Henloy to-morrow. 
Tho mayor of Southampton thla evening 
gave a banquet to the officers of tho 
atoamora Now York and San Francisco. 



FRIENDLY RELATIONS- 

Proposal That tho Presidents of France and 
the United States Visit 
Kugland. 

London, Juno 5. — The Daily News this 
morning In a loading article hoadad "Why 
cannot tho presidonb of a republic go 
abroad ?" discusses tho desirability of tho 
Presidents of Franco and tho Unitod States 
visiting England as a moans of increasing 
tho friondly rolations botweon those coun- 
tries.

SPANISH OFFICER SHOT. 

Captain Clnvljo Dies Like a Brave Man-Par- 
ticulars of the Execution. 

Madrid, June 5.— Captain Clavljo, who 
shot and eerlouBly wounded Captain-General 
Rivera, after the latter had refused him the 
hand of his daughter on Monday last, was 
BhoO at 8 o'olook this morning. Tho cap- 
tain, who waa tried by court martial and 
sentenced to death yoaterday, displayed 
marvollous fortitude and oomposuro until the 
last. He walkod to the prison van smoking 
a oigarotte, and bowed to the crowds 
asaomblod round the prison gate. Tho peo- 
ple acknowledged hie oourteBy by cheering 
loudly. Tho prison van, Burrounded by 
genad'armos, proceeded to tho square of 
Sanifludorov, on the banks of tho 
Manzanaros river. Thero Capt. Cluvijo 
alighted and walked to tho centro 
of the square, wbioh was lined with troops 
on three sides. When ho had reaohod tho 
required position, the captain personally 
bandaged his own oyou, and then again 
bowed to tho peoplo. The officer in com- 
mand of tho firing squadron gave tho order 
to firo and Clavljo fell. But aooording to 
tho custom, two shots, as coupes do grace, 
woro firod at his prostrate body, although 
the unfortunato officer waB already dead. 
Tho troops then defiled past tho body and 
tho remains woro removed, 



JAPAN AND CHINA. 

Commercial Provisions of the Treaty Be- 
tween tho Two Countries— The Con- 
cessions Made. 

Washington City, Judo 5. — Minister 
Denby, of China, in a dispatch datod May 
25, has furnished the state department a 
synopsis of tho treaty between China and 
Japan. The commercial provisions are as 
follows : 

A now treaty of commerce to bo made im- 
mediately after this treaty 1b ratified, and 
nntil tho treaty Is made Japan is to have 
favored nation treatment. Six monthB from 
tho date of tho proBent treaty, April 17, the 
following concoesionB to take effect : 

Firet. The following porta to bo opened 
to Japaneae trade, residence, industries and 
manufactures : Shin, In Hapel ; Chungking, 
in Szechuan ; Suchow, in Klangeu ; Hong- 
chow, in Checkiang. 

Socond. Steam navigation on the Up- 
per Yangtse river, from lohuug to Chung- 
king, and on the Woosung river and the 
canal from Shanghai to Suchow and Hong- 
chow. 

Third— Chineso may rent or hire ware- 
houses for storage of goods in the interior of 
China free of taxes or exaotiona. 

Fourth— Japanese may engage in manu- 
facturing and may import machinery ab all 
open ports. 

In a previous dispatch, dated April 22, 
MiniBter Denby atated that Vice-Consul 
Bandldnal, of Newchwang, territory still 
occupied by Japaneae troops, had reoelved 
o oommunioation from the Japaneae au- 
thoritiea announcing that a special com- 
mission for tho port had been appointed, 
und that commerce would bo carried on 
with oertatn restrictions usual and easeutial 
during military occupation. The customs 
duties, otc, levied upon exports and im- 
ports are to be the same as prevailed under 
Chinese rule. 



L08S OF THE COLIMA. 

Tho United States Government Decide to 
Hold a Complete and Searching 
Inquiry. 

San Francisco, June 5. — The Federal 
government is said to have decided to mako 
a thorough investigation of tho Colima dis- 
aster, whioh cost bo many lives. It is not 
improbable that the state authorities may 
take a hand In the affair, and thero is al- 
ready talk of criminal proceedings. Thtso, 
however, aro nob yet a cortainty. The 
Federal inquiry will be inatitutod by Mosers 
Talbot and Hillman, tho inspectors 
of hulls and boilora. They are 
watching now for tho roturn of the 
steamor San Juan, which is expected 
to euter this port on Friday. As soon as 
the voeaol arrives tho third officer, O. Han- 
sen, and all tho survivors who may be on 
board, will bo summoned as witnesses to an 
investigation which will bo instituted with- 
out delay. Tho inquiry, it is intended, 
Bhull bo thorough in ovory rcBpoot. One of 
tho first quostions to be discussed in tho in- 
vestigation 1b tho manner in which tho ship 
was loaded. Charges of tho moat aorioua 
oharaoter havo beon made, and if there be 
any truth in them it will be discovered. 
Tho moat sorlous allegation in this part of 
tho affair is that tho ship was negligently 
loaded. 

Port Townsend, Juno 5 — The Iobs of 
the (Jolima bringB to mind that the ateumer 
narrowly escaped destruction on the samo 
coast on March 25, 1874. Sho was in com- 
mand of Capt. Hudson and had lost threo 
fane of the propoller. A atorm of consider- 
able violonco waa blowing, and tho Colima 
was in a prooarious condition, when the 
steamship Arizona, Captain Edward Van 
Sico, father of tho Van Sioo brothers, of this 
city, hove in Bight. That was noar St, 
Auguatino bay, Southern California. Capt. 
Hudson doolinod tho prolferod aorvicoa of 
tho Arizona, bolng approheneivo leat hoavy 
claims for sulvugo would bo filed by tho res 
cuing stoamor. The paeaongers and crow of 
tho Colima fully realized thoir position, 
knowing that tho voasol wos steadily drifting 
toward a submorgod reef, whioh foreboded 
certain doBtruotioD, and they united in a 
frantio appoal to Capt. Van Sloe to stand 
by the Colima bb long as sho was in danger, 
A few hours later Capt. Hudson modified 
his determination, und tho Arizona took tho 
Colima in tow to San Francisco. Capt. Van 
Sioo was then making his initial voyago in 
the Pacific ocean on a tour of Inspection of 
tho Pacific Mail Company's steamers and 
agonoioa. Somo years later, whilo tho claim 
for Salvage in tho Colima oaao waa ponding 
in tho courts, Capt. Van Sico, who waa in 
command of tho steamer City of Vera Cruz, 
with a largo numbor of paaeongors and part 
of the crow, was lost off Capo Caravel, 
Florida.

THE LATE MHS- BOWRON, 

Death of the'KBteemeil Wife of the Gold Com- 
missioner of Cariboo. 

The announcement of tho doath of Mrs. 
Kmily Bowron of Barkervillo, tho estimuble 
wife of Mr. John bowron, gold commissioner 
of Cariboo, will bo road with deep feelings 
of regrob by her largo circle of friends and 
acquaintances throughout tho provinco. 15y 
Cariboo peoplegenerally, and more especially 
the residents of Barkervillo, among whom 
sho spent upwards of twenty -eight yoars of 
her useful lif o, will her Iosb be moat deeply 
felt. 

Since coming to Cariboo in 1807 Mrs. 
Bowron has boon prominently identified 
with every good and charitable object. Ab 
a louding member of tho old Barkerville 
dramatic club and othor institutions formed 
for charitable and other equally noblo pur- 
poses, Mrs. Bowron, by her talent and 
capacity for organization and training, con- 
tributed more perhaps than any othor single 
person to the advancement and woll-being 
of tho community in which she so long 
played an active and important part. 

She was a prominent member of the 
Churoh of England aud an untiring church 
worker. For many years aho was 
organist of St. Saviour's, Barkor- 
ville, and was closely conneoted with 
the Sunday school. Her eheerful, kindly 
nature, cultivated tastes and lively disposi- 
tion endeared her to everyone with whom 
she came in contact. 

Since her marriage in 1800 her homo ab 
Barkervillo has always been regarded as the 
centre of sooial attraction, and visitors to 
that town who had tho good fortune of an 
introduction to the oharmed oircle of whioh 
Mrs. Bowron was the centre, carried away 
tho liveliest and pleasanteat recolleotions of 
an evening spent in the company of her es- 
timable family. 

Many a disoouraged and down-hearted 
miner has testified to the inspiriting and 
elevating influence a few words from Mrs. 
Bowron has had upon him in his hour of 
trouble. In faoc, young and old of all 
olasses who knew her feel thab in her death 
they havo sustained a loss which cannot be 
easily made up. 

Although atlllcted with a lingering and 
painful disease, which terminated In her un- 
timely death — she was only 15 — Mrs. Bow- 
ron bore ber - suffering with patience 
and truly Christian fortitude. She 
loaves a husband, two eons and 
two daughters to mourn her loss. 
The grief-stricken family has tho general 
heartfelt sympathy in this tho hour of t» til lo- 
tion. Tho remains were intorred in the 
cemetery at Barkervillo by tho side of an 
infant aon, who died in 1880. 

Tho decoased, whoue maiden name was 
Emily P. Edwards, wbb born on 25th of 
April, 1850, at Clifton, Michigan, at which 
place her fathor held a responsible position 
in tho celebrated Cliff mine. After receiv- 
ing her education at tho Clifton school and 
finally ab the Young Ladies' Seminary, De- 
troit, Miss Edwards accompanied her 
mother on a trip to tho Pacific coast, and in 
the Bpring of 1807 arrived at Barkervillo, 
whero they took up their reaidenco. In 
1860 she married Mr. John Bowron, ab that 
time postmaster, but who since 1884 has 
boon gold commissioner of Cariboo. 



CUBAN FILIBU£TERERS. 

An Kxpedltlon lieinu fitted Out In Louisiana 
— Insurgent Leader Marti Declared 
to Be Dead.

Havana, Juno 5 — f'ho polico of Santiago 
do Cuba havo captured two prisoners bo- 
longing to Maceo'd band, who woro found to 
bo in possession of documents connootod with 
tho Cuban oommibtoo of Now York. A dis- 
patch from Guantanamo, Santiago do Cuba, 
announcos the surrender of 10- insurgents at 
thab placo, and ab Sgua do Tauano, In bho 
aimo province, an additional band of 45 dia- 
plritod inaurgonta, ib is Btated, havo Bur- 
randorod to bho authorities, who are await- 
ing more desertions.

Sermon by Kt. Rev. Bishop Cridge Bo 
tovo the Sous and Daughters 
of Eaglaud. 



A Practical ami Interesting Discourse 
In Connection With the Queen's 
Birthday. 



The following uormon waa preached by 
Rt. Rov. Bishop Cridgo before the Sons aud 
Daughtera of England in connection with 
their Quoon'a Rlrthday celebration : 

Tho Lord glvoth the word ; the women that 

EubHshitho tidlnRa aro a k'roat hoat.— Pattlm 
.XVIII. v. 2 (revised version). 
The presence of tho SonB and Daughters 
of England, whom wo welcome amongst na 
to-day, coupled with tho birthday oelebra- 
tiona, just ended, of our gracioua and 
beloved queen, whoso wcrk as a true 
and noble woman will nover ba forgotten, 
saoma to harmonino well with the request 
whioh I and other ministers liavo reoetvod 
from the LoojI t'ounoil of Women, that we 
ehould preaoh this last Sunday in May on 
women's work ; a requeBt: whioh, for my 
own part, I tho more readily aocedod to, not 
because tho subject is a novel one to my 
hoarora oither in theory or practice, but 
because through the circumstancoa of tho 
timeB, I was glad of the opportunity of 
dealing with it a littlo more fully than 1 
have been wout 

I have taken my text from thie confessed- 
ly gospel Pdalm that I might lay a sure 
foundation ; a foundation on which alono a 
Buperatruoturo of any work for good can bo 
Bocurely laid. In preaohlng to a Christian 
congregation I can only proaoh on Christian 
lines. 

I do not, then f jre, propose to take up tho 
politiool line of women's rights, or the 
efforts which are made to secure thorn. Nor 
do I speak of the " new woman," except to 
expresB a hope that aa a " new creature in 
Christ Jet " eho may be counted worthy 
to be enrolled among tho women workers in 
the vineyard of the Lord. 

I confine myBelf to two points— first, the 
motive and prinoiplo whioh alone can mako 
woman's work effective for real and lasting 
good ; secondly, the dangor of lowering this 
Btandard in any way ; It being understood 
that the work in question io that of roaouing 
our fellow mortals from sinful ways and 
their ruinous consequences. 

And first, with regard to the 
motive and vital principle, it is 
not enough to Bay that tho 
work must be done with a good heart and a 
sincere mind, for all admit that, and there 
are few who would not clulm tho merit ; 
but, taking our motive from the word of the 
Lord, wo Bay that woman's work, to bo 
good, effeotivo, and true, mu3t bo done i 
Christian lineB— tho lines of obedience and 
faith. " The Lord gave the word," and 
" thlB ia the word whioh by tho gospol ia 
preached unto you." 

I will not spoak of woman's preaoh- 
ing In the ordinary acceptation of the 
term. I only know that if I were, un- 
consciously to myself, in dangor of my 
life, I would hardly cavil at tho efforts 
whioh any might make — man, woman, or 
ohlld, to warn me to escape. 

There are many ways of teaohing the 
knowledge and fear of the Lord beaidea the 
platform or the pulpit. The Christian 
woman, whether aho go after Borne 
poor lost one of her own 
Bex, or seek to reclaim the wandering and 
the vicious of either sex, will have it in her 
heart that Buch a one should be not ODly 
restored to society, but brought undor tho 
influonoe of Christ's religion ; nor would she 
allow herself to think, or have it suspected 
by others that she thought, that to become 
moral and roformed were enough, without 
becoming Christian also. 

But now to speak of the danger of lower- 
ing the Christian standard. 

There is certainly a growing tendency in 
our day to maintain that mankind may bo 
saved without the Intervention of the gospol 
at all. Time was when this was simply the 
dogma of a aeot. It is much more widely 
spread now. Tho number of those who 
would dissociate women's work (to confine 
ourBolves to that) from its essential princi- 
pal, are increasing every day. 

Time was when thoBe who doniod tho goa- 
pel wore aho indifferent about good workB. 
It Is not bo now. All approved good works, 
even if they do not practise them. Some do 
good and benevolont deeda while continuing 
aa oager in their devotion aa over, believing 
that charity in this sense will cover a multi- 
tude of sina ; aome give up the world, ha 
liovlng that their worka will eavo them, 
while denying tho grace which alone oan 
juatify and aavo ; whilo Borne, ignoring or 
deapiaing Christianity altogether, approve 
of good worka in the purely humanitarian 
sense. By these latter it ia argued that aa 
all agree on good works and as all oan do 
thorn, whether Jew, Turk, infidel or horotic, 
where is tho need of tho gospel? This was 
tho impolling principle of tho " Parlia- 
ment of Religions," and ia, I believo, tho 
grand modorn dealro for the overthrow of 
Christianity. | 

ThiB lawny I say that Chriatian women 
ought to walk warily leal thoy bo drawn in 
any way to lower tho standard of faith, or 
allow thomHolvos to oven Boom to admit that 
sinful men and women can bo effectively 
raised from their degraded condition by any 
other power than the gospel of Chriat. 
Thoro ia, wo may admit, aomothing fascinat- 
ing in tho idea of gathoriug togothor in ono 
!>>dy all women of any name, whether 
Christian or otherwise, who labor, i.r are 
willing to labor for the suppression of vice 
and immorality, or for tho alleviation of 
human miseries. It is not my place, 
nor is it my purposo, to spenk 
against a design which is upparontly 
bo praiseworthy and good. Wo may 
even go so far as to concede a measure of 
force in tho argument by which such a 
mothod iB at least tacitly justified. Suroly 
none c.»n more doeply doploro the division 
and absonco of unity — moro apparent than 
roal, in hor evangelic il branches — in the 
church, than tho churoh herself. Yet the 
very fact of uniting togothor In one body 
people of opposite religioua principles, not 
to aay of no religioua prinoiplo, for tho ro 
gonoration of mankind, bringa on tho atrango 
inconvonionco that you must speak of Christ 
with bated broath lest you impair tho unity 
in which ho haa no part. Thero has not 
been wanting an instance of this inconveni- 
ence in tho inception of thiB work amongat 
oursolveB. It ia just horo that Christian 
womon should bo anxiouB leBt thoy 
be drawn into a taoit admlsaion that 
Christ may bo shut out, and all yet go well. 

I moroly point out the dttDger. I neither 
dictate nor condemn. VS'hilo seeking to bo 
faithful to a ministry which knows no sal 
vation for timo or otornlty but by tho namo 
of Jobub, I would not be unjust to any who 
in any way are Booking to do good in this 
naughty world. 

We do not Bay that In Booking to ostab 
. Hob salvation by morality alone, thoro is any 
doliborato intention to griovo, supersede or 
abollah the church ; but I do think the ten- 
denoy, if not the deBlgn, la to degrado tho 
churoh, by making it only ono of the many 
forms of rollgion whose common end ia to

promote morality and virtue. I am sure 
that no Christian woman, whethor 
in or out of the movement, 
would consent to thie, or do aught to oaBt a 
stigma on tho already oxiating Bocioty, 
established by our Lord himsolf, whoso 
work is to bring men to rlghteeusnesB and 
peace. 

" Tho foundation of God standelh sure ;" 
let us bo suro of that. Tho house < f God on 
earth is the church of tho living God ; the 
pillar and ground of tho truth, built upon a 
rock ugainet which tho gates of hell cannot 
provail. Through tho church come health 
and euro for tho spiritual diseases of man- 
kind. From tho church comeB forth tho 
scattered army to publish tho tidings of 
mercy and peace. Whatever bo the evila 
thai aro in tho world, unbelief iB tho great- 
est, for it ia tho rock of all. You cannot go 
forth with a suro and cortain hope to Bave 
and bless mankind and leave faith bohind. 
The religion of tho world attacks 
immorality, and tho enmity against 
God remains unsubdued ; the goapol 
attaoka unbelief, and tho enemy doparta. 
Faith Is God's cure for all ovils, and it ia 
radical when receivod aud oboyed. 

I know that to require women's work to 
bo on Chriftian linea ia by aome deemed 
narrow and bigotted ; but wo must remem- 
ber that tho requirement is not our's tut 
tho Lord'u, who said that "strait, is the 
gate and narrow ia tho way that leadoth in- 
to lifo, and few thero bo that find it." 

And now, Chriatian women, leaving to 
yourselves how beat to ubo tho influence 
which God haa given to you, whether in 
combination with othorB, or freely, sb God 
shall ahow you ono by ono, in any oaBe 
abound io good worka according to Chriat 
JeaUB. Everywhere great ovils are calling 
for women's help ; and everywhere, in ways 
open or hiddon, womon are nobly giving 
themselves to tho task of their subversion. 
Tnink how many of your own sex aro de- 
gruded and walling for a helping hand to 
draw them out of tho mire of pollution and 
aiu Lured from homes where they wore 
Bheltorud by a mothor'a care ; their i.ino- 
cenco bstrayed ; deserted, abandoned, for- 
saken ; but, perhaps, nob yet altogether 
hardened ; It may bo yours to ba to them a 
mother, a aister, a doliveror, to help them to 
mould their lives into hotter shape. How 
many a man laboring in chains, a wreck of 
his former self, left ii ia homo in the freah- 
nesa of youth with a life full of hope and 
promise before bim, may need but a woman's 
hand and cheer to set him on his feet again. 

Ah, you will say, I am but a child and 
cannot speak. Be it so, your loving deed 
will be more eloquent than words ; though 
words will come when needed. 

But there are evila whose roota lie doop in 
society's rank bed, and aro all tho timo form- 
ing recruits for the army of vice. It ia hore 
especially, before lowdnosa takea on its more 
hideous forms, that tho example, moro than 
tho procopt, and Christian women should 
exert its influence : an influence to bo sought, 
not in the wearing of gold and putting on 
of apparel, with artB snd accomplishments 
for purely earthly ends, but tho ornament of 
a meek and quiet spirit and modest demean- 
our as becomoth womon profeeaing godli- 
ness. When we look at tho current litera- 
ture of the day and Bee how largely its pic- 
tures and pages aro devoted to the ono ond 
of vanity and show ; when wo considor tho 
amusements of the age, and the way our 
streets are placarded for the Boduotion of the 
foolish, oan wo wonder that young men aro ao 
easily led aBtray from the path of virtuo ? 
What ia aocioty doing to check the foul 
atroam: Thia it ia doing with might and 
main. It nurturea on its bosom tho aeoda 
of evil ; and whon tho ropulsivo fruit ia 
brought forth it is ahooked, and casts it out 
and goes on the old way.

A OHKCK TO M' KIN LEY. 

Tho star of MoKinley is no longer in the 
ascondenb. A greater than MoKinley has 
arisen in tho State of Ohio, and MoKlliley 
will hereafter be obliged to take a hick seat. 
Tho name of tho new man is Foraker. 
The Republicans held a convention in Ohio 
lately. MoKinley, as loader of tho Repub 
llo&n party, undertook to englneor the con 
vention. He had his candidate for Gov- 
ernor, oxpecting, no doubt, that ho would 
be choaon without dissent. But Forakor 
had also his candidate, and when tho ballot 
was cast it was found that Foraker'a candi- 
date was nominated and not McKinley's 
This, it seems, moans the deposition of Mo- 
Kinley from tho leadership of tho Repub 
lioanB in Ohio, and, perhaps, his rejection 
as a nominee for the Presidency. The New 
York Times draws tho following comp&rl 
Bon between the rival Republicans : 

Tho man who beat Governor MoKinley 
was ex Governor Foraker. He is much the 
same sort of a Republican aa MoKinley, only 
more so. He is kooner, moro active, more 
unscrupulous and more vindiotivo. Tbo 
alleged views of the two men do not differ 
Thoy may not bolievo the same things, but 
thoy profess to do so. Probably neither of 
them has any clear opinion as to tho merit of 
any ()'joition bi f jro the country or oares to 
have, but oach srudies profjuudly what he 
thinks tho m»j irity wish him to Bay, and 
then Boy3 it with great emphasis. McKin 
ley ia more Bolomn about it, having a strong 
infuaion of Pecksniff in hia mental oompo 
anion. Foraker says it with moro impu 
denoo, having a certain sonso of humor 
which prevents him from taking himself too 
seriously. Tho men aro radically opposed 
only on one point— their respective ambi 
tiona. Tho lawa of phyaicB do not allow 
two leaders to be in the same place at the 
same time ; they both want the leader's 
plaoe in Ohio and the fatnoss thoroof — hence 
their quarrel. Hut it is plain that Foraker 
oould not have beaten MoKinley, and tho 
general fooling of the Republican party 
Ohio was aa strongly on McKinley's side as 
it has been until lately. Foraker ia a shrewd 
and an energetic organizer, but ho cannot 
organizo auocessfully against a strong oonti 
meat. 

Tho conoluaion, then, ia that the senti 
mont of tho Stato haa turned against Mo 
Kinloy and that Forukor will bo able to fol 
low up hia late triumph by fresh victories 
If, aa tho New York Times aeoms to think 
MoKinley ia discredited in Ohio the Repub 
Moan party hus roceived a aovoro blow, for 
MoKinley was and, perhaps, iu still one of 
its loading lighta. Ho has been long boforo 
tho people and ia woll known in ovory State 
of the Union. But a man to bo strong in 
tho States muBt atand well with hh party 
in hia own State. 



talk means. Mr. Blake gained nothing 
for himself or his party by attempting to 
hark baok, neither will Mr. Davies. 
It is very evident that the Grits aro as 
much at sea on the trade question as ever 
thoy were. The truth seems to be that Mr. 
Laurior and Mr. Davioa havo found out that 
a very large proportion of their own party 
are not preparod to aocept freo trade as thoy 
havo it in England, or any approach to it, and 
they areendoavoringto trimso aa not to drive 
these protectionist Liberals into the ranks 
of the Conservatives. But tho Grits havo 
chopped and changed so muoh on this trudo 
question that no thinking man, oither Lib- 
eral or Conservative, has any faith in thoir 
ability to deal with it. Ib Btrikos us very 
forcibly Hub the Liberala will havo todevlso 
a new trade policy boforo they faco tho 
electors at tho polla. Aa long as thoy 
preach one thing and talk about practicing 
another it will be folly for thorn to ask tho 
peoplo to place the commercial Interests of 
the country in thoir hands. 

On the Manitoba Sohool Question tho 
Liberals havo been playing a waiting game. 
They studiously rofrain from exproBBing any- 
thing like a doSnlte opinion on tho subject, 
yot thoy are propared to take advantogo of 
any turn of ovonts that may promieo to bo 
unfavourable bo tho Government. Thoy aro 
neutral simply beoauso thoy are afraid of 
committing thomselveB to any line of action 
Tho position which tho Liberala occupy on 
this vory important question is a contempt- 
ible one. Instead of trying to promote a 
settlement that will bo for tho benefit of all 
thoy aro holding off in tho hopo that tho 
Government may take a falBO atop 
or make a mistake of which 
thoy can take advantage. Hut they may 
find that thoir polioy boaidea being un- 
patriotic and cowardly la stupid and blund- 
ering. The question ie, according to their 
own admission, non political, and thoy could 
havo aided the Government in effecting its 
settlement without losing anything from a 
party point of view. But inatoad of doing 
what is beat for tho country, the Grit party 
ocoupies tho position of an unfriendly ob- 
aorver and a hoatilo critic, Tho intereata of 
their country aro evidently, in their eyoa, of 
very little importance compared with what 
they bolievo to be the intereats of their 
party. 

HO W ARCHITECTS ARB AFFECTED. 



STILL WITHOUT A POLICY. 

Thero has boon a groat deal of talk in 
tho House of Commons, but vory little of ib 
seoms to have boon directed towardB making 
tho position of tho Opposition on the moat 
important questions boforo the country at all 
moro definite than it was whon Parliament 
met. Mr. Laurior on tho tariff quoation 
Btill continuos to bo vaguo and uncertain. 
Sir Richard Cartwright, it la true, la moro 
pronounced, but Sir Richard ia not the 
loader of tho Liberals, and ia not likoly to 
bo. Mr. Davlos, in his epooch on tho bud 
gob, spent a good deal of bimo and wasted 
muoh ingenuity in trying to oon 
vinco Parliament and tho country that 
whon Mr. Laurior doolarod so emphati 
cally and so ropoatodly that froo trade 
aB thoyhavo ib in England iu what ho believes 
in and what ho la aiming at, ho did nob 
moan exactly what ho said. Mr. LavieB took 
somowhat tho asms ground that Mr. Blake 
did ab Malvorn. He tried to load tho man 
ufacturors to bollove that they need not bo 
afraid of tho Grit freo tradors, that their 
bark is much worso than thoir bito — that, 
in fact, thoy aro vory harmless oroatures 
and do not bito at all. If tho LiboralB were 
In powor tho mon ongagod in tho sovoral 
protected industries would hardly bo awaro 
of tho difforonoo ; tho Liberals would 
glvo oxiBting intorosts ovory consideration. 
Pooplo havo como to know what this sorb of 



should bo occupied in construction work of 
one kind and another, making a total of 
2,300,000. Allowing that tho depression 
put a stop to half the work it would conse- 
quently deprive moro than a million of por- 
sons of employment, and cause a correspond- 
ing loss to those whoso business ib would be 
to supply tho wants of this hoBb of unem- 
ployed mcc. " Hence diminished consump- 
tion, produotion in excoaB of demand, de- 
pression of prices and discontent among the 
other 90 por cent., whojo work is continu- 
ous, but may bo performed at a loss for the, 
time being, one claaB of courso also compet- 
ing with the other on the work whioh must 
bo continuous. 

Mr. Atkinson showB oloarly onough what 
the consequences of panio aro to working- 
mon, lot tho cauao bo what it may. Ho 
holds that any mouBuro whioh will " impair 
tho orodib of the nation's unib of valuo'' — 
that is tho dollar— musb havo this effect. 
The unrestrictod colnago of silvor in the 
United States, he contends, will impair tho 
credit of tho nation's unit of valuo and con- 
sequently ought, according to him, to bo op- 
posed by those who wiah tho country to 
prosper. 

Thero ia iu tho article a table showing the 
world's produotion of gold and silver an- 
nually Blnoe 1870. In 1870 the produotion 
waa 5100,850,000 and in 1894 ib was $170,- 
000,000, which is an approximabion. In 
ISO:! it waa §157,1228,000, whioh la sot down 
aa tho actual quantity produced. In 1S70 
tho output of silver was $61,576,000, and in 
1 801 it iB approximated ab $193,- 
000,000. After 1871 the production of 
gold diminished for four yoara, but 
in 1876 it commenced to Incroaso and has 
kopb on increasing with very libtle variation 
evor Bince. The production of silver, how- 
over, has gone on increasing stoadily with- 
out a break until last yoar. In 189Ii tho 
produobion was §200, 1 05,000, aDd last year 
as wo havo seen, it was $193,000,000, an eBti 
mated decrease of S1G, 000,000.' Tho article 
we havo been considering so discursively 
whether tho reader agrees with tho writer 
or not, ia interesting and instructive, par- 
ticularly to those who desire to inquiro into 
tho moritB of tho Bilver controversy which is 
now being carried on so vigorously in tho 
Unitod States.

Wo received by Tuesday ovoning's mail 
a copy of Tho Engineering Magazine for 
Juno, with tho artiole " Malignant Effjots 
of the Froo Silvor Delusion, How lb Halts 
Constructive Enterprise," by Edward At- 
kinHOD, marked. Tho article, as everything 
that Mr. Atkinson writes, is thoughtful 
and full of information. He is one of the 
men who is always ready to give a reason 
for the faith that is In him. Mr. Atkinson 
draws a broad distinction between the 
rational bimatalliat and tho freo silver 
fanatic. 

Thero are, he sayB, admittedly a great 
many ainoere and upright men who boliove 
that a bimotallio system of coinage and of 
legal tender oan be entered into by the 
groat commercial nations of tho world, un- 
der whioh agreoment the two metals coined 
in weights governod by a fixed ratio 
can be kept ab a parity. This class of 
advocates of the bimetallic or alter- 
nate legal tender uao of silvor 
and gold are entitled to our respect, and are 
to be met by argument on tho part of thoBO 
who do not bolievo that under any agreo- 
ment or treaty tho valuo or intellectual es- 
timation of silver can be kept equal to that 
of gold at a certain fixed ratio, lb is not 
with thoae mon that tho presonb issuo is 
raised. Tho ropreaenbativea of mining 
campa in our national Senate, who command 
Immense aums of money, who lond thoir own 
monoy on mortgages on a gold basis, tho 
banks whoao safes contain u larger portion 
of thoir resorvoa in gold than do any other 
banks in thia country, and by whom ovory 
other intoreBb of tho country is made subor- 
dinate to this petty silver industry, are tho 
mon who must bo marked down for public 
discredit and bo deprived of thia malignant 
powor in tho Senate of the United States. 

There is no doubt a wide dif- 
foronoo botwoen honeab and conscientious 
bimetalllsta, auch aa Mr. Balfour and Mr. 
Gosohon, and the men who aro trying to 
force silvor on tho pooplo of the Unitod 
States beoauao thoy happon to bo the ownora 
of silver mlnoB, and at tho same timo occupy 
positions of power and Influence In tho 
country. It is moro than likely that tho 
Bilvor Senators would find in tho bimoballltbj 
from conviction tho most formidable oppon- 
ents that thoy have in tho country. 

Mr. Atkinson boliovo? that tho vory lirat 
poraona to fool tho offects of panic oausod by 
want of faith in tho BOiindneBS of tho cur- 
rency of a oountry aro onginoors, architects, 
draftsmon and thoir aoaistants. Tho reason 
of thia can be easily Boon. Whon hard times 
como, pooplo havo as muoh as they oan do 
bo provide for thoir proaonb wanta ; but 
arohltoota and enginoora aro principally 
employed on workB which aro to become 
profitable, if thoy are profitable ab all, in tho 
futuro. Whon the dopression Iiub onoo eot in 
a stop ia pub bo the o jnBtruotion of works 
that are nob Immediately required. Rail- 
ways coaso to bj built, there aro no now fac- 
tories undorbakon, and oven tho building of 
housos is oarrled on languidly, "Tho most 
malignant offoot of a purely financial crisis 
liko that of 1893," Mr. Atkinson says, " is 
to almost stop couatruativo ontorpriBO. The 
reason is cloar. All branches of industry 
dopend in grout measure upon credit for 
their conduct, but all branches of construc- 
tive enterprise depond absolutely upon 
oredlt boing granted to tho future, not only 
In londing monoy bub in truating that a de- 
mand for bho sorvlco of suoh oonstruotivo 
work will arlBe." 

Mr. AtklnBon then goes on to oatimato 
tho numbor of men connoctod with 
tho building trades who will 
bo pub out of omploymont 
by a ourronoy panic, Ho calculates that one 
in throo of tho population of tho Unitod 
States— sixty-eight or sovonty mllliona— is 
occupied in gainful work of some kind. 
This makos tho workers about bwonty-throo 
millions. Aa many aa 10 por cent, of thoso

Tho most sensible and comfortable 
wheeling cost nine consists of three pieces 
— trousers, skirt and coat or jacket. The 
trousers are made very much like tho 
regular habit trousers, and are much less 
clumsy than bloomers. They come just 
below the knee, and aro buttoned around 
tight. Skirts tiro made in three styles — 
tight, medium and very full, according 
to tho figure of tho customer. 

As far as waists go, there is an oppor- 
tunity for somo choice in tho matter, 
but tlio one, two or three button cuta- 
way coat is tho most popular, single 
breasted, of course. A cotton or silk shirt 
waist cim be worn with a coat which 
can bo readily removed if tho wearer be- 
gins to get too worm. Many persons pre- 
fer norfolk jackets, however, and they 
do not look well on tho road. Short, 
flaring coats aro also much used. 

The best material for these costumes 
is melton and tho best color gray. Pep- 
per and salt expresses it more nearly.

Another thing about the 
melton, it is less likely to be caught up 
in the pedal than any other material and 
stands the wear and tear for a longtime.

The girl rider witli 
little money, but with much leisure, buys 
material and patterns and hits her suit 
made at home. Sweaters aro becoming 
quite popular with tho women, and they 
come now in very pretty cross stripes 
with immense sleeves.

Thoso who 
have adopted them say that they give 
with the motion of the body and aro de- 
cidedly comfortable. 

Great latitude in caps and hats is per- 
missible. 

Russet boots are the correct thing, and 
their chief essential must be low heols.

A Fault In Piano Playing. 

A well known teacher tolls in The 
Etude that one of tho most common 
faults in piano playing is tho practice of 
playing the two hands out of time with 
each other. Nine players out of ten per- 
mit the left hand to lead the right, when 
the two should strike the keys simulta- 
neously. It is a sort of swagger that pro- 
duces a very inartistic effect. Of course 
there are rare cases where this dilatori- 
nessof the righthand may be legitimate, 
but it should bo remembered that in 
general it is reprehensible and should 
be carefully avoided. If the composer 
indicates tho simultaneous performance 
of the note belonging to the two hands, 
let not the slightest discrepancy be man 
ifest. To play the two hands out of 
time with each other is to bo not only 
inaccurate, hut to appear affected. Shal- 
low players resort to such devices to 
cover up the lack of ability to play with 
expression, it takes the place of shading 
and phrasing with the superficial.

Day For Woman Suffrage, "' Ziou's Her- 
ald says : 

The friends of this cause will not 
soou forget 4pril 18. For on that day 
the Rhode Island senate committeo ou 
special legislation reported back a bill 
granting iho right of suffrage to women 
ou all questions that can legally come 
before town, ward or district meetings. 
On tho same day in Salt Lake City a 
motion in tho constitutional convention 
to reconsider the clause adopting woman 
suffrage was killed by a decisive major- 
ity, thus finally disposing of tho matter. 
Moro important tlnm all, however, ou 
tho same day tho New York senate, by 
a vote of 20 too, passed a resolution 
which proposes to submit to tho voto of 
tho peoplo of that state a constitutional 
amendment giving to women tho right 
of suffrage. Tho same resolution had 
passed tho assembly by a largo majority. 
This triple victory on a single day will 
inspire with fresh courage the cham- 
pions of this reform. 

A lliilantliroplo Duclicaa. 

Horo is a good story of tho Duchess of 
Devonshire : 

Her grace likes to go among tho duko's 
peoplo as "my lady bountiful." Ouo 
day tho duchess met a tenant ou ono of 
the ducal estates, and tho man, ques- 
tioued by her grace, said that "tho wa- 
ter camo in hero and got out there, aud 
this wanted repairing aud that. " "My 
good man, "said tho duchess, "you have 
only to complain to Mr. Blank, tho 
steward." To this he replied that ho 
had done so without avail. "Then I'll 
speak to tho duko. " "Ah, my lady, tho 
duko is in tho steward's hands and 
won't do nothing. " "Then," said tho 
duchess, "I will punish them both by 
orderiug a new house to bo built for 
you. " And ono is now iu course of con- 
struction. 

Sarah A, Chad wick. 

Sarah A Chadwick was surgeon of a 
volunteer cavalry regiment, the Seventh 
Illinois, in 1861. The regiment was sta- 
tioned at Cairo, and Miss Chadwick act- 
ed as its assist;uit surgeon for several 
months. Tho regiment wanted her regu- 
larly appointed in commission, but t lie 
war department was unwilling to ap- 
point a woman. For these services con- 
gress voted her $800 at its last session. 
Miss Chadwick is a graduate of Oberlin 
college.

vored by" on letters seut by a private 
messenger is said to bo going rapidly 
out of fashion. Tho name of tho person, 
tho street and number are all that is 
uow usually written. 

Mrs. Lolaud Stanford sent Miss An- 
thony a free pass for herself and Miss 
Shaw over all tho California railroads 
and a check for $100 to pay tho other 
expenses of their western trip. 

Wo suppose tho Ohio women, now 
that they have had a taste of suffrage, 
will desiro a further extension of tho 
franchise. That may bo the result. —

HUDSON'S BAY ROUTE. 

Advantages of tho Proposed Service — The 
•Shortest both by Lund and Sen. 

St. Paul, Juno 5.— President Hugh Suth- 
erland of tho Hudson's Kay road, ia in tho 
city conferring with Foley liroa , tho con- 
tractors associated with Donald Grant in 
construction work, which is to begin imme- 
diately. Surveying is oompleted, ho 3aid, 
and grading will begin to day at a point 
near Gladatono, on tho Manitoba & North- 
western lino, about fifty miles northwest of 
Winnipeg. One hundred and twenty-five 
miles will bo onmpJoted thiB soaaon. The 
route la from Winnipeg 6o() miles to Hud- 
son's Bay, running in a northwosterly direc- 
tion to tho mouth ol tho Saskatchewan, and 
from there direct to Fort Nelson. Tho 
water route ia from Fort Nelson to Liver- 
pool acroea tho atraita and along tho same 
ocean line as tho Dominion Rteamers. Tho 
railroad is said to bo 1,000 miles shorter 
than that of any other transcontinental 
routo, and tho so* voyugo will bo 300 miles 
Bhorter than via New York.

CHRISTIANS IN TURKEY. 

Situation Serions— Europeans Seeking Kefuge 
on Vessels— The Reforms In Armenia 
Demanded by tho Powers. 

London, Juno 5. — Tho oriais in tho KaBt 
Is regarded on all sides as being grave, and 
this feeling is being intensified by tho news 
from Constantinople to-day. It is freely 
predioted horo that an outbreak is inovit- 
ablo. There ia no queition of tho powers 
abating their demands, although thoro ia a 
growing belitf that tho Russians are back- 
ing Turkey in tho latter's refusal to agroo to 
the reforms demanded by tho powers for 
Armenia. 

The powers make twolvo dlstinot euggoi- 
tiona or domande In regard to Armenian re- 
forms as follows : 1 Tho eventual reduc- 
tion of tho number of Vilayets. 2. Guaran- 
tees for tho selection of Valis or governors. 
.'{. Amnesty lor American political prison- 
ers. 4 Return of tho Armenian exiles to 
their homoa. 5 Final settlement for com- 
mon law crimes. 0. Tho inspection of pri- 
soners. ". The appointment of a hich com- 
miaaioner to Buperviao tho reforms. S Tho 
cieation of a pertnanenb coinmilteo of con- 
trol at Uonatantlnoplo. 9 Indomnity to 
tho Hasaotin and other victima of tho recent 
masBucrea. 10 Regulation of religious con- 
versions. 11. Maintenance of the Armen- 
ians' rights and privilegca. 12 Poaltions of 
tho Armenians In other Vilayota of Asiatic 
Turkey to bo regulated on tho same basis. 

Tho envoys of Great Britain, RusBia and 
Franco in Constantinople are waiting in- 
structions from their governments in regard 
to affairs at Djoddah, as well as regarding 
the rofuBal of the Turkish governinont to 
agree to tho reforms in Armenia which have 
been proposed by tbo powers. Tho Porto's 
rsply is legarded as a momentary success for 
the military party at the Turkish capital, 
On tho othor hand tho policy of Turkey in 
this matter is criticized by Ottoman stateo- 
men, who regard tho Forte's action aa dis- 
astrous to Turkey. 

Advices received at Constantinople from 
Djeddah, the Arabian seaport town of Mec- 
ca, whom tho consular cfllcers of Great 
Britaiu, Russia and Franco wore recently 
murdorcuily assaulted, announce that a 
panic prevails there, and It is feared the 
Bedouins will attack tho town. The litter 
are held responsible for tho attack upon tho 
consuls which i OBulted in the death of the 
British viee-conaul, and a number of them 
were arrested in consrquonco. ThiB haB 
caused an angry feeling among the Bed- 
ouins, who demand their release and also 
threaten to use forca if tho demands are not 
complied with. The situation Ib so serious 
that the Europoans of Djeddah are hastily 
Booking a refuge on board the merchant 
vcssela in tho harbor, taking with them all 
thoy possibly can of their bolongingB. 

The arrival at Djeddah cf tho British 
Mediterranean squadron, numboringl; war- 
ships of varioua olaSBoe, is anxiously expected 
even by the Turkish authoritiea, as the gar- 
rison is very weak. In addition to tho ex- 
citement caused among tho Bodouina by the 
arrest of tboso supposed to have been con- 
nected with the aaaault upon tho foreign con- 
suls, they are dissatisfied with tho quaran- 
tine measures which tho Turkish govern- 
ment have been compelled to take at Mecca 
at the Instance of the powers In order to 
provent the introduction of oholera Into the 
northern porta by tho infocted pilgrims. 

The correspondent of tho Standard at 
Constantinople telegraphs aa follows : " I 
learn from a truatworthy sourco that tho re- 
ply of the porte to the British, French and 
Russian notes in reference to reforms in 
Armenia rejects the proposal to appoint a 
high commissioner in Armenia and a mixod 
oommiaaion, and proposed merely to apply 
tho reforms provided for in tho old AriB- 
tarchi code, which has been nominally in 
forco for the laBt half century. The reply 
also grants amnesty to all Armenians who 
have boon implicated in the recont riots in 
Armenia. It is believed tho powers will fix 
a date for the simple acceptance of their 
achomo, failing which thoy will proceed to 
enforce it." In an editorial commenting 
upon tho foregoing diBpatch from Constanti- 
nople tho Standard suggests that tho rejec- 
tion of tho 8ohemo proposed by tho powers 
is a dovics for tho purpoeo of gaining time. 
Tho Sultan, it Bays, must make his choico. 
He must accept the reforms propoeed or boo 
Armenia severed from hie ompire. 



NEWFOUNDLAND CONCERNS- 

Legislature Not to Jlect Until Loan Arrange- 
ments are Perfected— No Prosecution of 
Bank Directors as Yet. 

St, Johns, IS 11 J., Juno ."> — It his been ar- 
ranged not to hold a mooting of tho legisla- 
ture for another wook, tho intention being 
to allow Colonial Seorotary Bond time to ar- 
rlvo lu England to comploto arrangements 
for tho loan, tho preliminaries of which have 
already boon perfootod. In caso urgent busi- 
ness should require it, tho legislature will 
be called together during the interim. Thero 
Is a feeling el dissatiofuotion among tho 
poople gonorally, because of tho fact that no 
prosecution of tho bank directors has yet 
b)on instituted. In tho criminal oa^os bt-foro 
tho Supreme Court during tho preaont 
torm not ono conviction has ^been aeourod, 
tho jurlna refusing to liriog in a verdict for 
othor offences until tho cisos againat tho 
bank minagora and directors shall have boon 
disposed of.

INTER-COLLEGIATE ATHLETICS 



Oxford ami Cambridge Decline the 
Proposals of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 



Possibility of International and In- 
ter University Coutests in Sep- 
tember Next. 

London, June 5 —Recently the Oxford 
Athlotic AeBoolation has boon occupied with 
an extensivo correspondence with tho ath- 
lotic association of the University of Penn- 
sylania. Representatives of tho University 
of PonnBylvanio have r(t[uostod that tho 
winners of the Ainerioan inter-collegiate 
games in tho month of May should bo al- 
lowed to como to England to compete with 
a team selected from tho athlotes 
of Oxford and Cambridge universities. 
The proposed contesta, it was represented, 
by the University of Pennsylvania, could 
easily tako place after the Oxfotd and Cam- 
bridge oventa, fixed for July 3, had been do- 
cided. A committee from the Oxford and 
Cambridgo University athletic clubs caro- 
fully considered the proposal of tho Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania students at two confer- 
ences hold during tho last fortnight, und 
yoatorday tho committeo cabled the officials 
of tho University of Pennsylvania Athletic 
Association : " Uuablo to accept tho chal- 
lenge." 

The Aaaooiatod Prosa has obtained from 
the Oxford-Cambridge committeo the fol- 
lowing statement of tho variouB roaaona 
which inlluencod tho decision : 

1. Tho Oxford-Cambridge athlotic asso- 
ciations would be ovorwelghed from tho out- 
set in competing with a team which it ia 
understood includes ropreBentatlvoB of all 
the American universities. To make suoh a 
contoat equal, tho ohallongo of the Ameri- 
cans should be so worded as to allow athlotes 
from all of tho universities of Groat Britain 
to tako part. Representatives from Oxford, 
Cambridge, Edinburgh and Dublin, for in- 
stance, should be allowed to participate to 
mako tho event fair for all ooncerned. 

2. Tho Oxford Cambridgo committeo felt 
that tho first right of ohallongo ought to bo 
conceded to Vale In consideration of the 
fact ot Valo having sent a team to 
England in 1S94. It has been an opon 
secret evor since 1891 that tho authorities 
and studonta of Oxford and Cambridgo were 
of the opinion that a mutch should bo 
arranged for 189(5 botweon Oxford and 
Cambridge und Yale and Harvard, but be- 
cause of the faot that Vale and Harvard 
havo remained members of the intor- 
collogiato asBooiution, Vale and Harvard 
havo not carod to Bond an Independent chal- 
lenge, and thereby antagonize any arrange- 
ment that tho intercollegiate aaaociatlou, 
under the guidanoo of tho University of 
Pennsj lvania, might formulato. 

At tho recont oonferonco of tho Orford- 
Cambridgo committeo the matter was dia- 
cusaod and the situation fully canvassed so 
far as Valo and Harvard were concerned. 
Of tho Vule men whooompoted hore In Eng- 
land in 1894, ono of tho memborB of the com- 
mittee said : " They are the niceab follows 
in the world and true sportsmen, 
thoreforo wo would bo z^lad to holp 
them out, and we have decided to send 
a challenge ourselves. Wo to-day cabled 
them a challenge, and wo havo also mailed 
them a formol challenge. We, that is Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, would bo glad to take 
a team to America next September to com- 
pete with Vale and Harvard, and tho deci- 
sion whether this match shall tako placo 
rests with them alone. Wo under- 
stand that Yalo and Harvard 
would both have proferred to 
have this rroetlng next July, but, un- 
fortunately, we cannot arrange for this ; 
therefore, it only remains to bo soon 
whether Yulo and Harvard, la their sports- 
manlike desire to bring about a contest of 
thiB charaoter, will be willing to orrango for 
a meeting in Amerioa noxb September." 
Thero need not bo tho slightest apprehen- 
sion that if tho match ia arrongod it will 
interfero with tho matoh botween the Lon- 
don athletic club and tho Now York 
athlotic club. Some of tho members of Ox- 
ford-Cambridge athlotic associations are 
also members of the London athletic club 
Thoy can tako part in both contests. Our 
team, if tho challenge is accoptorl, will not 
bo selected until after the Oxford Cambridge 
events in July. 

Tho team will consist of twenty-four por- 
sona, including reeervea and the oliiciala of 
the associations.

COMPLETELY BAFFLED. 

San Francisco Detectives Unable to Unravel 
the Harrington Murder 
Mystery, 

San Foancisoo, Juno 5. — The detectives 
admit that after over throo days' work thoy 
are complotoly li.lllod as to tho motive for 
the murdor or tho identity of tho murderers 
of Miaa Nollie Harrington. Tho dotectlvoa 
are positive that the poraon with whom 
Mlsa Harrington had an cngagomont be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'olock on Saturday com- 
mitted the murder, and tho charaoter of tho 
blows inilioted leads to tho belief that tho 
murderer is a man.

Ex- 
Senator liuok, tho murdered woman's most 
intimate friend, died this morning from in- 
juries recoived in falling from tho cart In 
which ho was bemg driven by tho policoman 
to tho office of tho chief of police for con- 
sultation. With his death the detectives 
are at a Iobb to secure a cluo or suggest a 
motive for the murdor.

That or Promoting the Material 
Interests of Women. 

London, June 2 — Emily Faithfull is 
dead, Emily Faithfull was born at Road- 
ley rectory, Surrey, England, in 1835. 
She was the daughter of a olergyman, was 
educated at Kensington and ontorod tho 
gay society of London, being presented at 
the English court in her 21st year. But 
sho soon booamo interested in tho condi 
tion of working women, and ever after 
devoted herself to their interoBts. Sho be- 
gan her labors as a member of the So- 
cial Scionco Aeeociation, and learned tho 
art of typesetting She collected a band 
of female compoBitora, and In 1860 foundod 
a typographical eatabliBhment, in which 
women as compositors wero employed, and 
for which sho obtained the approval of 
Queen Victoria, who appointed Miaa Faith 
full printer and publisher ordinary to Her 
Majesty. This establishment turned out 
sonio very fino work.
